Believe me we were some sore boys 
when we reached home. My iegs 
gave out on me before we got bade. 


But the sights we saw along the 


road and the chateau we saw when 
we got there more than compensated 
us for the fatigue 
endured. Along 


the road the scenery of France was 
most beautiful 
indeed. The high 


atone cliffs rising abruptly on the 
one side and .the green meadows on 
the other sloping down to the river 
made a most striking contrast. The 
people lived mostly on the one side 
of the road, building their houses 
right in the solid rock of the cliff 
(talk about 
your 
cave-dwellers). 


Then' apain there were some very 
beautiful houses with high towers 
and abuttments built rvway from the 
side of the cliff. When we 
were, 


nearly to the place where the cha- 
teau was located we rode down a 
long shady avenue. The trees were 
planted about ten or fifteen 
feet 


apart making the road very shady 
and cool. 


The reason we went out to see this 


chateau was because it was so .old 
and historical. 
I 
believe all thi- 


.rings of French history lived 'there 
at one time or another, or at least 
visited there. The fortress was al- 
most impenetrable for those days, 
:ut it wouldn't amount to anything 
:oday as a protection against an en- 
emy. 
It is used as a French Rod 


Cross hospital today, but we saw al- 
Tiost everything there was to be 
seen from the chapel to the battle- 
ments where the inmates of. the 
louse dropped stones or poured boil- 
ng water upon the heads of the in- 
vading host. Everything was built 
of solid rock, and almost everything 
iad some historical value from the 
chapel which Charles VIII built to 
:he doorway where he bumped his 
'.end causing his death. I wish the 
Sais'er would be as lucky in one of 
lis castles.

walls on the towers were three yards
